KANSAS CITY, Oct. 16.—(/)~— 
George B. Longan, 63, president of 
the Kansas City Star Company 
and a director of the Associated 
Press, died of a heart ailment to- 
day at Menorah hospital. He was 
stricken last night. 


Longan had suffered previous 
heart attacks but had kept on with 
his newspaper work. He spent 
Thursday at his desk and became 
ill after reaching home. He died 
‘today at 12:30 p. m. 

Longan began his newspaper ca- 
reer in 1898, on the old Kansas 
City Times, but transferred to the 
Star shortly before the late Wil- 
liam Rockhill Nelson, owner of 
the Star, purchased the Times. 

Beginning as assistant telegraph 
editor, he successively - became 
telegraph editor, city editor. news 
editor and managing editor and 
then in 1928, two years after the 
Star employes purchased the news- 
paper from the Nelson estate, be- 
came president and general man- 
ager for the Star Company. He 
had been secretary of the company 
previously, 

In New York Kent Cooper, gen- 
eral manager of the Associated 
Press, issued the following state- 
ment on Longan’s death: 

“Through an acquaintance of 30 
years with George B. Longan I 
came to hold him in the highest 
respect and affectionate regard. 
He was a newspaper man's new- 
paper man. He knew no other ac- 
tivity and the Kansas City Star 
was always very much in his 
heart. The Associated Press was 
fortunate not only in having had 
him as a member, but in having 
had him serve with distinction on 
the board of directors. Whoever 
undertakes his work will have a 
heavy responsibility. 

“Personally, a friend and a very 
dear friend has gone. I shall miss 
him greatly.”

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Quick approval of the bill to lower the draft 
age limits so as to include youths of 18 and 19 
will probably be forthcoming in congress. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s request for this action has 
now been supported, in committee hearings, by 
Secretary of War Stimson, by Chief of Staff 
General George C. Marshall, by Admiral Ernest 
J. King, fleet commander-in-chief. 

Modern warfare, it was pointed out by Gen- 
eral Marshall, imposes terrific burdens upon 
the stamina of combatant troops. “You can’t 
fight a battle today and rest tomorrow,” he as- 


serted. 

Few will contest the fact thdt younger men, 
almost invariably, possess greater stamina, 
greater staying power, than those of greater 
age. Most men nearing their thirties will con- 
cede they could not play football, for instance, 
as they did in high school and college years. In 
professional baseball a man of 35 is considered 
old. ; 

Even more truly than in sports, war calls 
for the quick co-ordination, the agility and 
staying powers of youth. It is always young 
men who form armies. It is young men who, 
provided other factors are equal, must always 
outfight men with another decade of years upon 


their heads. 

Major General Lewis B. Hershey informed 
a senate committee that an army of 7,500,000 
fighting men is contemplated by the end of 
1943. The present army strength is 4,250,000, 
greater than the size of our Army at the end 
of the first World War. 

It is hoped, if the draft age 1s lowered to 
18. that many of the oldest men who have been 
inducted may be given honorable discharge and 
sent home. Too many of them have already 
proven unequal to the terrific strain of modern 
warfare and are now in Army hospitals. They 
constitute a burden, not an asset, to the Army. 

Eighteen may sound youthful for fighting 
men. 
many of today’s 18-year-olds are the grandsons 
or great-grandsons of men who fought in the 
War Between the States as mere lads of 16. 

In the meantime, at the rate by which the 
under-twenty lads are voluntarily enlisting, 
congress will have to pass the pending bill in 
a hurry if most of them don’t beat the draft 
boards into the services.

A Step Long Needed 

A step long needed was taken in the housing 
situation, when the government revealed plans 
to lease privately owned homes and buildings 
to house war workers, requisitioning them if 
necessary. 

Conditions in Atlanta do not afford a basis 
for assessing the need of this action by the 
sovernment, since the city has been able to 
absorb, thus far, the increase in population 
resulting from war conditions. 

In other cities, however, conditions have 
been almost intolerable. Many workers have 
returned to their homes, unwilling even for the 
higher wages of war work to live under condi- 
tions prevailing. Rents have been terrifically 
high, having been raised before federal action 
to hold rents to a fair level. In one Seacoast 
city in a neighboring state, for example, six 
young men live in one room, for which each 
pays $15 a week—$90 a week for one room. 

Sanitary conditions in many of the over- 
crowded war industry cities present even a 
greater problem than the rent situation. The 
only manner in which it can be improved is 
by changing living conditions under which war 
workers today are forced to exist. 

It is a sad commentary, however, that one 
of the basic tenets of the founding fathers, the 
elimination of the billeting of troops in private 
homes, must be in this manner ignored to pro- 
vide housing for the troops of war industries

Necessarily Drastic 

Establishment of a state-wide quarantine 
for all persons with venereal disease, by the 
Georgia Board of Health, was the result of 
requests by Army and federal public health 
officials. It is aimed primarily at prostitutes 
and intended to protect soldiers located in 
Georgia. 

The regulations promulgated may, at first 
sight, appear drastic but it must always be 
remembered that there is no hope of con- 
quering the syphilis plague urless the most 
drastic controls are established. This has been 
proven in some European countries which, be- 
fore the war, had succeeded in almost entirely 
eliminating the diseases among their popu- 
lations. 

Nearer home, there is the example set by 
a group of coastal counties in south Georgia 
where the United States Public Health Service 
has, for several. years, conducted a similar 
test quarantine. The results have been excel- 
lent and, while the disease has not entirely 
disappeared there, the ratio of infected persons 
per thousand of: population has been sharply 
reduced. 


By the establishment of this 
quarantine order, health authorities 
state will be enabled to take necessary steps 
looking both toward protection of the public 
and eventual wiping out of this modern 
scourge. Only by similar action in other states 
can this country hope to end the ravages of 
venereal diseases. 

It must be remembered, too, that the pres- 
ence of infected persons in any community en- 
dangers all others. Syphilis infection may come 
in scores of ways, innocent as well as culpable. 

The quarantine regulations may be drastic, 
but only by their rigid enforcement can the 
spread of the disease be stopped and held 
under control. 

If such enforcement is provided, the quar- 
antine order may well become the greatest 
blessing bestowed upon Georgia people in many 
years.

THE SMOKEHOUSE REAPPEARS 
(From The Brunswick News) 

Sharply increased interest in home-raised 
meats, say reports from county farm agents, is 
responsible for the construction of smokehouses 
where hickory chips and corncobs cure hams, 
shoulders and bacon. These smaller structures 
are made of materials at hand; so no war-needed 
items are required. Since 1930, the consumption 
of home-raised meats on farms has followed a 
steady, upward trend. According to census figures, 
14,751,437 head of livestock were used at home 
in 1940 compared with 11,800,000 in 1930. 

Sound reasons for prompting farmers to build 
smokehouses this fall: First, it is logical to raise 
all the food possible for one’s family. Second, gas 
and rubber shortages mean frequent trips to town 
are impossible. Third, it might be mentioned that 
a thick slice of home-cured ham with a fried egg 
or two, plus home-raised vegetables, along with 
some home-made preserves and pickles, a piece 
of apple pie and a glass or two of rich milk makes 
a very satisfactory meal. Yes, indeed ... very!—

WASHINGTON PARADE 


7 By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
CLEAR OBJECTIVE WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—President 


Roosevelt in his latest fireside talk to 
the nation gave a simple but forceful indictment of the brand of 
somnambulant statesmanship that ruled the world during the 
tragic era from 1919 to 1939. 

He did so not so much by an allusion to 
the past as a reference to the future. 

“There are,” he said, “a few people in this 
country Who, when the collapse of the Axis 
begins, will tell our people that we are safe 
once more; that we can tell the rest of the 
world to ‘stew in its own juice,’ that never 
again will we help to pull ‘the other fellow’s 
chestnuts from the fire,’ that the future of civili- 
zation can jolly well take care of itself in so far 
as we are concerned, ; 

“But it is useless to win battles if the cause 
for which we have fought these battles is lost. 
It is useless to win a war unless it stays won... 

“The objective of today is clear and realistic. 
It is to destroy completely the military power of 
Germany, Italy and Japan to such good purpose 
that their threat against us and all the other 
United Nations cannot be revived a generation 

' hence.” 

Back of the President’s words is a pledge that the United 
States will no longer shirk its responsibility as a leading world 
power, but will go forward with other enlightened nations in a 
program for the enforcement of world peace. 

We have learned at a costly price that the world has grown 
too small and we as a nation too great to be left untouched by 
wars which find their origin in Europe or the Orient, thousands 
of miles from our shores. As the wealthiest nation in the world 
we have too many conflicting world economic interests to be able 
to shut ourselves off in any self-contained isolationism. 

If we shirk our responsibility for aiding

in the maintenance of world peace, then 


we inevitably have to pay a tenfold price for war when it comes. 
The lesson of the past quarter of a_century should show us that 
for simple business reasons alone it f® vastly to our benefit to take 
a positive hand in seeing that individual nations are not allowed 
to plunge the world into war. 

If the statesmanship of the United States, France and Great 
Britain had been of a higher degree than somnambulism during 
ths 20-year period all of the catastrophe that has visited the 
world might easily have been avoided. 

Ever since the ascension of Hitler to power we have known what 
Germany was about. We knew of the tremendous armaments they 
were building. For three years before the invasion of Poland we 
knew that German aircraft factories were operating on a 24-hour 
basis, feverishly turning out war planes for use in some new 
conflict. We knew that she was training and arming millions of 
men in clear violation of the Versailles Treaty, which had been 
relegated to the archives of meaningless documents by the failure 
of the League of Nations, which we had spurned, to function. 


JAPS IGNORED TREATIES We knew also that Japan, later 


to be revealed as an Axis satel- 

lite, was arming herself to the teeth in the Orient. In contravention 
of solemn peace pacts she was known to be fortifying the mandated 
islands and building up her navy beyond the limits prescribed in 
the four-power pact. 

In Spain, a friendly nation, we stood by with no more than 
a mouthy protest and permitted Germany and Italy to support 
a revolution which resulted in that country being taken over by 
the Axis. 

When the blustering Mussolini invaded the helpless Ethiopians, 
we, in conjunction with the other peace-loving nations of Europe, 
hurled a few epithets at him but made no more effort to do 
anything about it than we did when the Japs started an unpro- 
voked war against China. 

Throughout this time the accredited statesmen of the non-Axis 
world were about as sound asleep to the threatening danger as 
old Rip Van Winkle. The government of France was shot through 
with a lot of Socialistic schisms. Prime Minister Baldwin was in- 
finitely more concerned with the right of the British King to marry 
a woman of his own choosing. In the United States the isolation- 
ists were conducting a senatorial investigation poisoning the minds 
of the people with ridiculous charges that all wars are manipulated 
by the international bankers and the munitions makers. 


ONLY TWO VOICES Only two voices were heard in the wil- 

derness of that period. President Roose- 
velt delivered his famous Chicago speech calling for the quarane- 
tining of warlike nations, and Molotov, the Russian foreign com- 
missar at the time, denounced Germany before the League of Na- 
lions and demanded action looking to her disarming. 

Yet despite the fact that the world had a clear-cut blueprint 
of Hitler's designs, as revealed in the pages of his Mein Kampf, 
nothing was done about it. Not until the crisis over Prague did 
Europe begin to see the shadow of war events. It was too late 
then to do anything but stall for time. A year later the con- 
flagration broke, 

Looking backward, it is inconceivable that the leading statesmen 
of the day could not have foreseen events. Germany, still brood- 
ing over the defeat she suffered in the last war, was under the 
domination of a ruthless dictator who was arming the country to 
the teeth. Aligned with him was another mountebank of the same 
stripe—Mussolini. 


IF WE HAD ACTED Where the peace-loving nations of the 

: 3 | world made their mistake was in not 
moving in on Berlin and Rome at the start, before they had built 
up a machine that could threaten the peace of the world. Count- 
less lives and billions of dollars would have been saved if we had 
acted then. 

; What Mr. Roosevelt did not say but what he had in mind in 
his fireside talk was that we shall not allow this to happen again 
Once we have beaten the Axis down, it is his purpose, in so far 
as he is able, to project a movement for the organized policing of 
the world against a repetition of such war disasters. Never again 
will we allow nations like Germany and Japan to arm themselves 
beyond the needs of domestic law enforcement.

“The trouble with this whole situation is that it has been a 
muddle of men who were afraid that some congressional committee 
or pressure group wouldn't like their decisions.

Even a man from a cotton state must approve that. 

If the Army wants rayon, then it ought to get rayon. 

It ought not to have to wait three months until some tests are 
made, because everyone knows there is a vital need for rubber 
tires. 

It hurts—to have cotton lose out in this phase of industry. 

But Mr. Jeffers’ man who eats in the kitchen won't want his 
country’s efforts delayed for three months while tests are made. 
If the Army says rayon the man who eats in the kitchen will want 


the Army to have it. 

A NATION ON TIRES - Most of the talk about morale is bunk 
anyhow. But it is a fact that this 

nation and its economy has got used to going along on tires. 

If it can get enough tires to get around—even the kind which 
blow out at speeds over 35 miles an hour and which won't last 
more than 10,000 miles—the nation will be satisfied. -

about tires, and will apply it to other things as well. When he said:

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—Yesterday morning I had a press 
conference, then a few people*came to lunch. In the afternoon 
the Chinese Ambassador and Madame Wei came to see me for the 
first time. I asked them as much as I could 
about the condition of the children in China. 
They have not been home for eight months and 
in that time, of course, where a country has 
been at war so long, there must be very great 
changes. 

In the evening Mr. and Mrs. Robert Haw- 
kins, from Nevada, were with us. I invited 
Dean James Landis and Mr. Phillip Bastedo, 
from the Office of Civilian Defense. Three 
young Vassar girls also came to dine. 

These girls tried a very interesting experi- 
ment on leaving college. They made up their 
ninds that all their friends were trying to go ; 
to work in Washington, so instead of doing that, they ut 
@ community which they did not know at all, to see if they could 
do some work to arouse it to its own responsibility in this war. 

They went to Clarion, Iowa, and established a day school for 
children during the summer months. -The place was not big and so 
they soon made friends and came to know almost everyone there. 
They received advice from the state college and, after a few weeks, 
started an overall plan for civilian participation in the war effort. 

Now they are back, and most anxious to see their pattern tried 
in other places and to work on it themselves as their contribution 
to the war effort. It seems to me that they have been enter- 
prising and far-seeing, because in planning to use this organiza- 
tion for the present, they are laying the foundation for post-war 
activities on an intelligent basis. 

The other day I talked at length with the head of the programs 
in New Hampshire for handicapped people. It is ahead of most 
states, because New Hampshire has already been thinking on how 
it can adjust its instruction to fit these people to do work of value 
in this war period. It is perfectly obvious that all handicapped 
people cannot find an occupation along war lines, but with in- 
genuity it is extraordinary what can be done. 

I was impressed by seeing a man on crutches working in the 
Chrysler plant in Detroit. I have been told that Mr. Henry Ford 
in his plants finds a percentage of occupations in which he can use 
the blind and the deaf, as well as crippled people. I suppose that 
the government will plan, as they did in the last war, to teach 
every wounded man who cannot go back into service, some trade 
suited to his particular handicap. 

Unless our industrialists awaken to the realization that they 
have to study their industry -to find the right places for these people 
and to* co-operate with those teaching them, we shall have a great

Street car and bus delays have |}: 


been reduced by at least 45 per 
cent since work began on the 
speed-up car stop program in 
metropolitan Atlanta, the Georgia 
Power Company reported yester- 
day. 

The program of eliminating 560 
stops from a total of 2,234 and re- 
locating 170 others began nearly 
two weeks ago and was completed 
yesterday morning. 

That it is accomplishing its pur- 
pose of speeding up transit serv- 
ice, as well as saving rubber and 
other critical materials, was indi- 
cated by comparative figures an- 
nounced by the company. 

During the week of September 
28 to October 4 a total of 272 trol- 
leys and buses were five minutes 
or more behind schedule, while 
during the seven-day period from 
October 9 to 15, when the changes 
had been only half completed, the 
number of delays dropped to 150. 
The power company said even 
better results are expected with 
the new plam fully in effect. 

Sample checks on the Walker- 
Ponce de Leon route, one of the 
most heavily traveled lines, show- 
ed that before the stops were 
changed the trolleys averaged los- 
ing 3.7 minutes on each rush-hour 
round trip, but that after the 
changes the cars were able to 
maintain schedules without diffi- 
culty.
